Before the lawmakers con- 
vened after Thanksgiving, State- 
house odds were heavy that the 
lawmakers would make one 
final, long pass at the lame- 
duck session and hike their 
present $17,500 a-year-salary to 
about $20,000, counting flat pay 
boosts and expense sweetening. 

They would have, too, had 
not a public uproar reached 
such proportions that the law- 
makers had to listen. In the 
past, they had shrugged off the 


criticism and passed pay hike 
bills with unusual dispatch 

The lawmakers’ retreat from 
the public trough was, not al 
truism. Instead a growing ma 
jority becoming scared to 
death of the voters 

In the past, many a 
has confided quietly that — al 
though the folks back home 
may become _ temporarily 
amazed at the flow of pay 
raises passed at Springfield — 
they forget about them by the 
time election rolls around again 

Since the lawmakers act right 
after one election, this usually 
means a two-year span -for 
memories to fade. 

But as the recent election 
showed, voters — from a poli- 
tician’s standpoint can no 
longer be trusted 

The average voter’s memory 
appears to be growing, along

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The costs of a 12-foot naviga- 
tion channel on the Mississippi 
River north of—Grafton, Ill.,

N&W Plans $68.7 Million 
Improvements in 1973 


The Norfolk and Wesern Rail- 
way will spend $68.7 million for 
capital improvements across its 
14-state system during 1973. 

John P. Fishwick, N&W pres- 
ident and chief executive offi- 
cer, said the carrier will devote 
a major effort to improving the 
8,000-mile roadway and commu- 
nications system stretching be- 
tween Norfolk, Va., and Buf- 
falo, N. Y., in the east, to Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
and Omaha, Neb., in the mid- 
west. Approximately $36 million 
will be spent for roadway im- 
provements 

The last time N&W’s outlays 
for roadway improvements ex 
ceeded equipment expenditures 
was in 1948, At that time, the 
carrier had a capital expendi- 
tures budget of $26 million. 

“We've been fine-combing our 
railroad to see how we ca 
prove our net income, 
wick said. “We are finding that 
we have relatively better oppor- 
tunities to put money in the 
roadway properties to improve 
our net income than we do in 
equipment. 

Work will begin early next 
year on a $13 million microwave 
communication system. When 
completed in three years, it will 
provide a closer link between 
operating personnel and ade- 
quate channels for the N&W ex- 
panding computer system 

Seventeen additional commu

In the equipment area, N&W 
will add about 1,340 cars to its 
fleet, including 731 new 100-ton 
gondolas, one hundred 50-foot, 
70-ton box-cars and eleven 60- 
foot, 100-ton boxcars. The car- 
rier. will build approximately 
500 open-top or covered hop 
pers, depending on relative de- 
mand, and purchase 500. trail- 
ers for trailer-on-flat-car use. 
The railway acquired 2,467 
freight cars and purchased 500 
trailers during 1972.

State Grant Awarded to 
Plan Water Purity Control 


A state planning grant of 
$45,793 has been offered to 
speed development of pollution- 
fighting, areawide water pollu- 
tion control plans for south- 
western Illinois, Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie announced Tuesday. 

The money is to aid in pre- 
paration of areawide metro- 
politan interim water quality 
management plans for com- 
munities served by the South- 
western Illinois Metropolitan 
Area Planning Commission 
The commission is responsible 
for developing the plans for 
Madison, Monroe, Randolph 
and St. Clair counties. 

The grant is one type of basic 
dollar assistance _ authorized 
under the 1970 Anti-Pollution 
Bond Act program to help local 
officials bring about a cleaner 
environment for all of Illinois, 
Gov. Ogilvie said. 

Completion of water quality 
management plans is a prereq- 
uisite for communities to re- 
ceive state and federal: con- 
struction grants for improved 
waste-water treatment facilities. 

The grant offered the South- 
western Illinois Metropolitan 
Area Planning Commission is 
for the full amount requested 
in the Commission's work plan 
and budget, according to Wil- 
liam L. Blaser, director of the 
illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. The EPA admin- 
isters the grant program.

They’re no more interested in 

working outdoors when the 
weather is cold than anybody 
else. 

Ernie Bennett, chief of op- 
erator certification for the Ili- 
jois Environmental Protection 
Agency, said ice storms whicl 
uit much of the state this month 
merely intensified a situatior 
which plagues certain types of 
sewage plants very winter 

Most troubled are trickle fil- 
tration systems, where sewage | 
is discharged through revolving 
pipes onto and over a bed of 
rock which is home for a field 
of bacteria. 

Since the bacteria — again 
like people — need food, water 
and air to survive, they normal- 
ly do their part in the sewage 
filtration process by getting 
their food and water from the 
sewage and air from the air 

Once the temperature 
drop in winter, however, the 
little devils get sluggish and 
less inclined to do a good 
day’s work. 

Worse yet, if a heavy snow 
covers the operation, or it 
freezes under a coating of 
sleet, freezing rain or ice — 
as in the December ice 
storm storm — their supply 
of food and water may ac- 
tually be cut off if the op- 
eration freezes up and ceas- 
es to flow. 

If the freezing is bad enough 
Bennett said, supply of air is 
also cut off. In any event, the 
bacteria growth may suffer re 
verses or even die off complete 
ly, 

There isn't really any solu- 
tion, Bennett said, so long as 
people continue to flush toile 
take baths and wash dishes: 
Such potential problems are 
just a winter-time fact of life 
for areas using trickle filtration 
for dealing with sewage. 

There are some things opera 
tors can do, and do, each fall 
io get ready for winter. 

As a car owner installs snow 
tires checks his battery’ and 
put in anti-freeze before the 
snow flies, sewage plant opera 
tors take’ certain steps to in- 
sure normal operation during 
bad weather. 

“But,” aid, “sooner 
or later, comes when 
your car won't start” and soon 
er or later an ice storm or un 
=xpectedly bad spell of weather 
comes along, and the plant has 
problems. 

To the best of his present 
nowledge, he said, no unex 
yectedly severe problems re- 
ulted from the ice accumula 
ion, probably because the op 
rators had prepared as best 
they could ahead of time.

East St. Louis Not an Adequate 
Illinois Regional Representative 


Although we often don’t agree 
with their conclusions, two 
Kmox-Tv officials are trying to 
play a constructive role by pre- 
senting editorial comment over 
the air waves. 

They are Thomas M. Bat- 
tista, vice-president and general 
manager, and James J. Mur- 
phy, editorial director. 

A’ sampling of their efforts 
was a related series of five 
commentaries in the week of 
Dec. 11-15. We'll present it 
here and. then add our opinion 
at the end. 

Kansas City has recently pro- 
posed building a highway di- 
rectly to Chicago. 

The road would shorten the 
distance between the two cities 
by about 120 miles, and there's 
talk of highways from Kansas 
City to Baton Rouge, La., and 
from Kansas City to Brunswick, 
Ga. 

As you can see, there’s St. 
Louis out in the cold. We 
would lose.a major part of our 
truck traffic to Kansas City, as 
well as a lot of tourists. But 
that’s the kind of vigorous 
planning they're doing in Kan- 
sas City. 

Take another example. 

Both the St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City transit systems need 
state help. The two cities had 
planned to form a united front 
in asking for that help. But 
then Kansas City came up 
with its own plan to subsidize 
its transit system. 

If we read the vigor and 
energy of Kansas City cor- 
rectly, they'll probably get 
what they want. 

And more power to them 
—but that shouldn't mean 
less power to St. Louis. And, 
unfortunately, that’s what 
Kansas City’s plans could 
well mean. 

The St. Louis area has to 
charge itself up to become com. 
petitive with Missouri's other 
major city. It has to start to 
push. But there are at least two 
good reasons why it’s now in 
no position to push. 

Those reasons -are the Bi- 
State Development Agency and 
the East-West Gateway Co- 
ordinating Council, We think 
they’re incapable handling 
the problems they should be 
handling. We think they could 
perform bet if they were 
organized differently 

The Bi-State Transit System 
is in trouble. Unless it gets 
some heavy financial help, it’s 
going to have to go out of 
business 

Bi-State Transit is part of 
the Bi-State Development 
Agency, which was set. up 
when it became obvious 
that local governments 


of 


were not equipped to handle 

problems —.such as mass 

transit — which overlap 
local boundaries. 

It was a good idea to set up 
such an agency. But the way 
it was set up wasn’t so good. 

The Missouri legislature in- 
vestigated Bi-State last spring, 
and here are some excerpts 
from its report: 

“The transportation system 
operated by the Bi-State De 
velopment Agency in the St 
Louis-East St. Louis area is an 
unequivocal financial failure. 

“From the original purchase 
of equipment and real estate 
to what could be termed exor- 
bitant legal fees of $120,000 
paid to attorney Thomas Guil- 
foil to the present $1.9 million 
deficit, the entire program is 
a financial and management 
disaster. 

The management of the Bi- 
State Transportation System is 
ineffective, inefficient, outdated 
and overlapping — and any 
hopes for significant change 
in the future are completely un- 
warranted. 

“First of all there is the Bi- 
State Commission which sup 
posedly is the policy-making 
body. They have an executive 
director who is supposed to ef- 
fect this policy. There is the 
Transit Services Corporation 
which makes recommendations 
to the commission, most of 
which must be approved by W. 
C. Gillman and Company 

“w. C. Gillman and Company 
is a Chicago-based firm - with 
no offices or personnel located 
in St. Louis; yet, they must 
approve such detailed policy 
changes as fare charges and 
route alterations. The firm is 
on a retainer for $1,000 per 
month plus compensation for 
any duties they perform which 
are not stipulated in the con- 
tract.” 

That's part of what the Mis- 
souri legislature had to say 
about Bi-State. It seems that a 
lot of the organization’s prob: 
lems are its management. And 
this is hurting e St. Louis 
area 

Let’s take a look at the East 
West Gateway Coordinating 
Council. 

This is an East-West Gateway 
letterhead. Notice all those 
names across the top and down 
the right hand side. There are 
26 of them. That's a lot of 
chiefs to have in a council 
that's supposed to be dealing in 
a delicate area like metro- 
politan planning,

The council's recent housing 
plan is really quite pretty.

We have a plan to create just 
such an agency. 

We've shown that the East- 
west Gateway Coordinating 
Council and the Bi-State De- 
velopment. Agency don’t work. 
I's time to replace them, with 
an agency that does work. 

East-West is largely fund- 
ed through the federal gov- 
ernment; Bi-State is largely 
funded through the states 
of Missouri and Illinois. 

We suggest that these gov- 
ernments cut off funding 
with the explicit understand- 
ing that they will resume 
funding at the present levels 
as soon as one new agency 
is created. 

But if that new agency is go- 
ing to work, it must be ac- 
countable to the people, and it 
must be balanced. One way to 
get accountability and balance 
is to have eight directors of the 
agency. 

Four of them would be the St 
Louis County supervisor, the 
mayor of St. Louis, the mayor 
of East St, Louis and one per- 
son from the metro Illinois area 
to be appointed by the gover:

Venice School Bonds 
To Cope With Deficit

A working cash bond proposal 
for purchase of $260,00 in bonds 
by the First National Bank in 
Madison was accepted by the 
Venice Board of Education 
last week to finance expendi- 
tures that will exceed income

School of Dental Medicine, New 
Degree Programs at SIUE in 1972 


taking place in hallways and on community service oriented 


Opening of the School of Den- 
tal Medicine, implementation 
of four other new degree pro- 
grams and continuing budget 
squeezes highlighted 1972 at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

The School of Dental Medi- 
cine, the first in Illinois outside 
of Cook County, accepted a 
class of 24 students and began 
instruction leading to the doctor 
of dental medicine degree in 
September at the Alton cam- 
pus. 

Earlier, the school had begun 
‘an extensive’ program of con- 
tinuing education courses to 
update the knowledge of pro- 
fessional dentists in the area. 

Opening of the dental 
school was achieved in 
three years instead of the 
seven it usually takes to 
get a school established and 
accredited to admit a class. 

The dental school has had 
a high priority at SIUE 
since a 1968 Board of High- 
er Education report on edu- 
cation in the health fields 
recommended establishment 
ment of the school to help 
solve a severe dental care 
shortage in Central and 
Southern Ilinois. 

Thirteen in the first den- 
tal class are residents of 
Madison and St. Clair coun- 
ties, including four Quad- 
Cityans. 

During the year, the BHE ap- 
proved four new degree pro- 
grams —a master’s degree in 
nursing, a master of music de- 
gree with an option in perform- 
ance, a master’s degree in in- 
structional technology and a 
bachelor degree in education 
with a concentration on” early 
childhood. 

Approval by the BHE fol 
lowed similar action by the SIU 
Board of Trustees. 

A trustee - approved doctoral 
degree program in instructional 
process is pending with the 
BHE 

A compromise between SIUE 
and the BHE staff permitted 
the university to continue its 
engineering program. Late in 
1971, the BHE staff had indi 
cated it would not recommend 
funding for the engineering pro- 
gram. 

SIU trustees reaffirmed sup- 
yort of the engineering pro- 
sram, and strong backing from 
students and area employers 
ed to a reversal of the BHE 
vosition. 

The BHE capital budget 
recommendation included 
$2,250,000 for possible acqui- 
sition of Porks College of 
Aeronautical Technology at 
Cahokia from St./Louis Uni- 
versity as a future home for 
SIUE engineering programs 
and a proposed social prob- 
lems research institute. The 
institute would be operated 
in cooperation with Wash- 
ington and St. Louis univer- 
sities. 

Academic history was 
made in 1972 when the uni- 
versity awarded its first 
bachelor degree in human 
services to students specifi- 
cally prepared to work in 
corrections, mental health 
and other agencies. The 
program is the first of its 
kind. 

Budget squeezes were felt at 
SIUE. throughout the year. 

The BHE recommended a 
$26.7 million operating budget 
for the fiscal year beginning in 
July. This was $4.2 million less 
than the amount requested by 
university trustees after SIUE 
had announced substantial vol- 
untary cutbacks 

Repercussions came quickly. 
Dr. John S. Rendleman, SIUE 
president, announced a freeze 
on faculty and staff positions 
vhich continued. throughout the 
year with few exceptions. 
Rendleman warned _ that 
‘SIUE will be seriously ham- 
pered in its outreach and de- 
velopment, and higher educa- 
tion in Illinois will be in diffi- 
culty for many years as a re- 
sult of budget cuts made by 
the BHE.” 

The trustees approved an ad- 
ministration recommendation to 
phase out Extension Services 
the Division of Technical and 
Adult Education, the Labor In- 
stitute and International Serv 
ices 

The Counseling and Testing 
Center also was eliminated and 
the staff of the Student Work 
and Financial Aids Office was 
reduced. 

‘A $100,000 cut in salaries in 
business affairs areas became 
effective July 1. State budgeted 
positions were reduced 10%, 
and all overtime work was 
eliminated except for the secur- 
ity office. 

Classroom cleaning schedules 
were sharply curtailed and the 
number of automobiles operat- 
ed by the university continued 
to be cut. 

The budget pinch also blocked 
a proposed classroom building. 
Trustees terminated a planned 
addition to the Communcations 
Building because bids received 
exceeded funds available. 

Lack of classroom space was 
a critical problem throughout 
the year, with some instructions 


on stairways. 

A statewide survey made 
in 1970 showed SIUE had 
the highest classroom utili- 
zation rate of any senior 
public university. The cam- 
pus was originally planned 
for an enroliment of 5,500 
and fall quarter enrollment 
totalled 11,835. 

Some relief is in sight, 
but not until 1975. Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie released 
$14,266,300 which had been 
appropriated earlier by the 
Illinois General Assembly 
for construction of two 
classroom buildings. 

Bids on the buildings 
were opened in December 
and SIUE officials are hope- 
ful construction can begin 
in January. Construction 
normally takes two years. 
The BHE indicated some re- 

lief may be near for crowded, 
inadequate facilities in which 
the East St. Louis Center is 
housed. 

The BHE added $90,000 to 
the University’s capital budget 
request for the next fiscal year 
with which to make improve- 
ments in the former Broadview 
Hotel. The university had ori- 
ginally asked for substantially 
more. money for remodeling 
there, 

Trustees approved planning 
for housing an additional 1,000 
students on campus and, as the 
year ended, the project was 
awaiting development of a 
bonding program to finance 
construction. 

Development and expansion 
of new delivery systems for ed- 
ucational programs were major 
concerns of the university dur- 
ing 1972 

Cooperative instructional pro- 
grams with universities and 
colleges in both Illinois and 
Missouri were in operation dur- 
ing the year 

Ten Illinois area institutions 
announced the formation of the 
Metro East-St. Louis Regional 
Council on _ Interinstitutional 
Cooperation 

& memorandum of agree 
signed by the presidents said 
the council will ‘provide the 
framework for litating co- 
operative program development 
—and explore means through 
which potential funds available 
for programs of interinstitution- 
al cooperation can be obtained 
for the mutual benefit of the 
colleges.” 

SIUE began offering a 
ter’s degree program in busi- 
ness administration in St. Louis 
for people employed full-time 
who cannot attend regular 
classes on the local campus. In- 
struction is given in intensive 
weekend seminars. 

The format is similar to a 
highly successful program op 
erated by the uiversity for sev- 
eral years at 10 Military Airlift 
Command bases in the U. S 
and the Azores. During the 
year, 49 persons enrolled in the 
MAC program earned master’s 
degrees without ever having 
been on the campus 

The department of gov: 
ernment and public affairs, 
which has been operating a 
similar weekend format 
graduate program in Wash- 
ington, began offering grad 
uate courses at the Army 
Aviation Systems Command 
Installation in Granite City 
and at the Federal Building 
in St. Louis. 

Graduate government, ur- 
ban affairs and education 
courses are offered at Scott 
Air Force Base. 

All extramural programs are 
self-supporting and do not in- 
volve expenditure of tax money. 
The fees charged cover all ex 
penses of instruction and fac 
ulty travel. 

A Teaching - Learning Center 
was established jointly by SIUE 
and Roxana pubiic schools, with 
the bulk of professional teacher 
training transferred from the 
university campus to the public 
schools to increase instructional 
relevance. 

SIUE, Washington Univer- 
sity and St. Louis Univer- 
sity announced the imple- 
mentation of cooperative 
doctoral degree programs. 
The three universities have 
agreed to exchange facul- 
ties, library facilities and 
other resources. At a press 
conference announcing the 
programs, Dr. Rendleman 
said it will “move the edu- 
cational opportunities _ of- 
fered by SIUE ahead by a 
minimum of five years.” 
The university accepted 14 

area high school juniors in an 
experimental early admissions 
program. 

The students enrolled for the 
summer quarter and ‘had the 
option of returning to high 
school for their senior year or 
remaning at the university, pro- 
vided they maintained a 3.5 
grade point. average on a 5- 
point scale. 

Twelve students entered the 
program and all made 4-point 
or better averages. Eleven 
students decided to remain at 
the university. 

During the year, SIUE main- 
tained its traditional emphasis

A series of on-the-job housing 
management training programs 
offered by the Business Divi- 
sion was expanded with the 
help of a grant from the Dan- 
fortn Foundation. The program 
is designed to prepare person- 
nel for positions in public and 
privately-financed housing man- 
agement. 

The university published the 
first report on the problems of 
Vietnam-era veterans in Amer- 
ica written by veterans them- 
selves. 

The lengthy study was one 
result of the Veterans World 
Project, begun in 1971, under a 
24,000 grant from the U. S, Of- 
fice of Education. Following 
publication of the report, vet. 
erans’ service centers. were 
opened in Alton and East St 
Louis as recommended in the 
study 

The University Health Serv- 
ice tested black students at 
SIUE and East St. Louis for 
the sickle cell anemia trait or 
disease.

To help graduating stu- 
dents find jobs, the SIUE 
Placement Service used a 
computer to match 800 job 
seekers with vacancies in 
business and industrial 
fields in the metropolitan 
area. 

Among the cultural highlights 
of the year, Performing Arts 
Training Center dancers pr 
sented (he premiere perform- 
ance of black composer Scott 
Joplin’s opera Treemonisha in 
Atlanta. The performance drew 
rave reviews and was repeated 
later at Wolf Trap Farm Pack 
near Washington, D. C 

The Mississippi River Festi- 
val set a new attendance rec- 
ord in its fourth year 
university “faculty 
achieved distinctions 
during 1972. Leo Cohen, a pro- 
fessor of economics, and Ray- 
mond Lows, assistant professor 
of educational administration, 
were named to a statewide ad- 
visory committee on public 
school finance by Michael Ba- 
kalis, state superintendent of 
public instruction. 

Lila Teer, coordinator of uni- 
versity services to East $ 
Louis, was named to a citizen 
review committee established 
by the BHE to study public 
service careers programs in 
Illinois. 

Robert Koepke, associate pro- 
fessor of earth sciences, was 
elected president of the Ilinois 
Geographical Society. David G 
Rands, professor of chemistry, 
was elected president of the 
Illinois Academy of Science. 

Externally sponsored research 
grants received by the univer 
sity included $216,000 from the 
Illinois Division of Vocational 
and Technical Education for 
pilot TV programs on careers 
and career training opportuni- 
ties for disadvantaged adults. 

The SIUE Delinquency Study 
and Youth Development Center 
received $120,000 from the U. S. 
Office of Education to continue 
training programs for adminis- 
trators. of youth correctional 
systems in nine states. 

Dr. Arthur Bahn of the 
School of Dental Medicine, 
working under a $61,250 fed- 
eral grant aimed at pre- 
venting tooth decay, dis- 
closed in October that his 
studies of immunized rats 
indicate it may be possible 
to vaccinate humans against 
tooth decay. 

The year was not without its 
labor problems. In September, 
painters from Cahokia District 
Council 58 struck for six days 
over the question of who would 
be assigned to wash moveable 
walls finished with baked-on 
enamel. 

Operating engineers staged a 
sympathy slow-down disrupting 
air-conditioning in SIUE build 
ings. SIU officials sought an 
injunction. 

The university's plea was de- 
nied and, to avoid further suf- 
fering and disruption, Rendle- 
man announced that wall wash- 
ing would be assigned to the 
painters. At year end, the 
university had appealed the de- 
cision of the Madison County 
Circuit Court in the injunction 
hearing.
